‘Sieged Palestinian camp of Tal Zaatar and around the northern pork

The Christians threw fresh troops and tanks into the battics 
‘around the leftist-held port and the surrounded refugee camp m 
southeastern Beirnt in e bid for swift military victories before a 
key Arab League meeting in Cairo tomorrow. 


The radio station of the right- 
.ist Phalangist party claimed that 
Christian forces had seized “the 
last pocket of resistance” αἱ Tal 
Zaatar after an all-day battle. It 
said the camp fell at 4:30 pov 
after a final charge and 8, half- 
-hour fight in the ruins of the 
camp. A Palestinian spokesman 
. denied the report, saying that the 
attack had been repelled. 

Syrian Army units, apparently 
τ providing essential support for 
the Christian rightist offensive, 
hattled Palestinian forces at Tri- 
poli's northern gates and shelled 
Palestinian camps near the south- 
ern port of Sidon and the ancient 
city of Baaibek in eastern Leb- 
anon, leftist reports said. 

Moslem and Christian militia 
fired continuously at each other 
on Belrut’s “traditional” fronts. 
Several small rockets set off a 
fire in three warehouses, which 
spread to enguif nine downtown 
buildings before gunmen brought 
it under control. The city is 
without firemen or water. 

The Damascus radio said ves- 
terday that 3.866 persons had 
been killed in the previous three 
days. bringing the total of lives 
‘Yost in the 15-month civil war to 
35,000, 

Defenders Weaken 

- In addition, more than 220 per- 
sons wete reported killed in the 
last %{ hours, with 345 wounded 
in the escalating fighting that 
threatened to deal the leftist- 
Palestinian alliance two major 
defeats, 

One was at Tal Zaatar, where 
a small force of Palestinian de- 
ienders hat held off 20 days of 
concentrated Christian tank, in- 
fantry and artillery attacks. The 
defenders, trapped without medi- 
eine for their wounded and with 
dwindling food, water and am~ 
munition, were torn between 
their commanders’ radioed orders 
to resist and rightist appeals to 
Surrender peacefully.

Ford and Callaghan 
Denounce Shootings 


LUANDA. Angola, July 11 URcu- 
ters!,—Angols executed four white 
mercenaries by flring squad yes- 
terday despite international ap- 
peals for clemency. 

The Angolan News Agency said 
Cyprus-born Costas Georgiou, 25, 
a former British paratrooper also 
known 55 Colonel Callan, his fel- 
low Britons Andrew MocKenzir, 
33, and John Barker, 35, and 
American Daniel Gearhart, 34, 
were shot by a military police 
squad yesterday aitérnoon. 

President Ford immediately con- 
demned the execution of the 
American as “unjurtified and un- 
warranted” and said the action 
would make even more difficult 
any steps toward normalization 
of US,-Angolan relations. 

Secretary of State Hemy Kis- 
singer described the execution as 
@ deliberately hostile act against 
the United States. 


‘Extreme Severity’ 
-‘In-_ London Prime Minister 
Janies Callaghan said his govern- 


‘mert was appalled by the reports 


of the executions—‘the 2ritish 
government can find no justifica- 
tion for such estreme severity.” 

The executions took place in the 
presence of officials of the MPLA. 
the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola, which had 
defeated other nationalists with 
the support of Russia and Cuban 
troops in the Angolan civil war. 

The mercenaries were killed 
within 2 hours of President 
Agostinho Neto’s decision to con- 
firm the death sentences despite 
international appeals for clem- 
ency. 

The Angolan authorities an- 
nounced that the relatives had 
eight days to claim the hodies 
of the executed: men. 

‘Brake on Interests’ 

President Neto Friday explain- 
ed his refusal to commute the 
sentences in these wards: “Every 
Angolan remembers the vile and 
eruel behavior of the mercens- 
ries, who have sown death and 
despair. in African countries in 
rehirn for pay, trying in this 
way to put ἃ brake on the higher 
interests of a people for a few 
coins.” |

Georgiou, accused of murder 
and sadism, was sentenced to 
death for kitting a fellow mer- 
cenary and ordering the massacre 
of 13 others during the civil war 
in which they fought for the 
losing side, the FNLA (National 
Front for the Liberation of An- 
gola). He-was also found guiliy 
of killing two Angolan prisoners. 

MacKenzie, another former 
paratrooper, from Farnborough, 
Hampshire, was convicted for his 
role 3 commander of an airfield 
at Bao Antonio do Zaire. 

Gearhart, father of four chil- 
dren, from Kensington, Μὴ. was 
Said to have advertised himself as 
& mercenary in a U.S. publica- 
tion called “Soldier of Fortune.”

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Kissinger Says Ford, Carter Views in Accord

WASHINGTON, July 11 (NYT). 
—Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer said yesterday that the 
foreign policy outlined so far by 
Jimmy Carter, the Hkely Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate, was 
“fairly consistent” with the pol- 
icy pursued by the Ford admin- 
istration. 

But Mr. Kissinger contended, 
in effect, that, since the policies 
were similar, President Ford and 
he could do a better job on for- 
eign affairs than Mr. Carter be- 
cause they had hed more ex- 
perience, 

Mr, Bissirger also said in 8 
news conferetice at the State De- 
partment that, because the Carter 
and Ford policies were “compa- 
tible,” there was no reason for 
the administration to have a 
moraiorium on diplomatic activity 
during the election campaign. 

Asked if he could support Mr. 
Carter's foreign policy view, Mr. 
Kissinger replied: 

“I think this issue is stated 
@ little bit upside down, We've 
been talking of foreign policy 
2 lot longer than Gov. Carter. 
And if there is agreement by him 
with several of the things that 
have been put forward by this 
administration, we, of course, 
welcome support wherever we can 
find it.” 

Hints of Disagreement 

He said that there were some 
“hints” in Mr. Carter's speeches 
of some disagreements but that, 
until these were further elaborat- 
ed. he would not comment. 

“But the main outlines that 
I have found have been fairly 
consistent with tne foreign pol- 
iey we've put forward previous- 
Iy,” he added 

Mr. Kissinger in his speeches 
Tecently has stressed the need for 
a new national consensus in for- 
eign policy. He was asked, in ight 
of this, whether Mr, Ford should 
consult with Mr. Carter to work 
out an agreed foreign policy pro- 
gram during the campaign. 

He said a decision on this 
should be made after both con- 
ventions are over, because any 
agreement would involve “many 
considerations,” But he said the 
“main lines” of Mr. Carter's for- 
eign policy were “compatible 
enough to permit progress to be 
made in diplomacy.” 

Privately, Mr. Kissinger believes 
that on strategic arms negotia- 
tions with the Sovieb Union— 
which he admitted had heen 
stalled—and on Middle East ques~

Arnold Gingrich, a Founder of Esquire Magazine in 1933 


NEW YORK, July 11 NYT!— 
- Arnold Gingrich. 72, one of the 
founders of Esquire magazine in 
1923 and its principal guiding 
light in most of the years since 
then, died Fridag at his home in 
Ridgewood, N.J. 

From the time he persuaded 
Ernest Hemingway to write for 
the first issue of Esquire and then 
used fs name to lure ovber 
writers. Mr. Gingrich became 
known as ἃ headhunter of famous 
authors, Over the years he turn- 
ed what had been founded as ἃ 
magazine for gentlemen interest- 

- ed in the sartorial arts into 2 
Uiterary publication whose stable 
of writers read like a Who's Who 
of Uterature from 1933 until the 
present. 

Mr, Gingrich was born in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. on Det. 5. 1903, 
grew up there and was graduated 
as a Phi Beta Kappa from the 
University of Michigan. Then, 
when he was writing advertising 
copy, he met William Weintraub 
and David Smart, who asked him 
to become editor of Apparel Arts. 
The publication—later renamed 
Gentlemen's Quarterly—was an 
elegant fasiion magazine. 

It became known in the trade 
85 ἃ “class” magazine and proved 
80 popuiar that tie two publishers 


and Mr, Gingrich decided to put 
out 8. men’s fashion magazine 
that would exploit the “new 
letsure.”

They charged 50 cents for it, 
en outrageously high sum in 
those days. 

Some time earlier, Mr. Gin- 
grich had struck up a correspon- 
dence with Hemingway, whose 
stories he hed been collecting. 

One day in 1933, Mr. Gingrich 
was in 8 Chicago bookstore and 
met Hemingway there. Mr. Gin- 
grich immediately asked Heming- 
way to write for the new maga- 
zine, promising to pay hhn double 
‘what any other magazine paid. 
Hemingway agreed and gave 
Mr. Gingrich letters of introduc- 
tion to other “name” writers, 
including Ring Lardner and John 
Dos Passos, who appeared in 
Esquire’s first issue. 

The magazine was an instant 
success and the Hemingway- 
Gingrieh friendship continued to 
be a strong one over the years. 

In 1952, Mr, Gingrich became 
publisher and 8, vice-president. 
He was forced to relinquish the 
litle in 1974 after reaching the 
mandatory retirement age of 70 
and was then named editor-in-

Malaysia Is Planning to Raise 
$18.1 Billion for Guns, Butter 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, 
July 11 :AP:—Prme Mim:ter 
Datuk Hussein bin Onn has 
announced Maiaysie’s third five- 
year development pian for which 
it intends to raise $18.1 billion to 
alleviate poverty and izcht Com- 
mumst guerillas, 

Air Hussein said that. "with 
the re-emergence of Communism, 
mulitant or otherwise, the nation 
is also faced with increased sub- 
version snd guerrilla activity 
which threaten national security. 

“The government will give top- 
most priority to dealing with 
these threats as they can affect 
the very foundations οἱ the hres 
and ideals of all Malaysians who 
cherish ἃ free and democratic 
way of life. The next five years 
Will be challenging for the na 
tion,” said Mr. Hussem, 55, who 
became Prime Minister six 
months ago when his brother-in- 
jaw Tun Abdul Razak died. 

Of the 518.1 billion, $7.4 billion 
is to come from the government 
while the rest of the 510.7 billion 
will be sousht from the private 
sector. The new plan is 90 per 
cent more costly than the pre- 
vious one. 

The defense and security ex- 
penditure of $977 muliion is an 
increase of about 55 per cent. 

Prime Minister Hussein made 
it clear that, if the Communtst 
threat worsens, the defense ex- 
penditures could be increased. 

Officials said helicopters, M-16 
rifles, howitzers, ships for the 
navy and armored cars were on 
the list of new equipment for the 
army and police. 

The majority of the guerrillas 
are Chinese and many officials 
and diplomats have said that one 
reason for this was because 
Chinese were finding it difficult 
to get agricultural land or jobs.

Of the private investments of

have been ritually murdered tn Angola. I¢

The men killed had served the enemies of 
the present regime in Angola—of their own 
free will, for pay. How this distinguished 
them from Cuban conserlpts ‘eacept that 
the latter were on the winning sige) 18 a 
difficult, matter for International jurists to 
consider, The President: of Angola. Agos- 
tinho Neto. has said that “every Angolan re- 
members the vile and cruel behavicr of the 
Mercenaries who have sown death and de- 
spair in African countries in return for pay, 
trying in this way to put a brake on the 
higher interests of a peopie for a few coins.” 
Since President Neto was shot into his 
office. rather than elected to it, this has 
its own irony: moreover. the worst crimes 
tharged against any of the four who died 
were against their own feilow mercenaries. 

But President Neto continued: “We are 
applying justice in Angola not only in the 
namie of our martyred people, but also to the 
beneftt of the brother peoples of Namibla, 
Zimbabwe and ali the peoples of the world 
against whora imperialism is already prepar- 
ing new mercenary aggressions.” This sums 
up much of the process that condemned the 
four men tand those who were sentenced to

He is Wernher von Braun's elder brother, 
Sigismund, a lawyer and economist by train- 
ing, who until pow has served as Bonn's 
ambassador to France.
